and Brawn wood. Here I waited for 
the Western Mail from Mexico and 
points along that line. The stage 
company issued me a blue meal tic­ 
ket book where I could eat along 
the points, and paid me $25.00 per 
month in money. Things were not 
so high then as they are now and > 
could support my family on this. 
My wife taught in the Comanche 
public schools also. I was held UP 
a couple of times but never lost any 
of the money.
